HAVE AMEEIOANS PBOOSSSSED AS A

A well-known musician and teacher 


met me on the street, the other day, witli 
the remark, "Can you prove that we, as 
Americans, have progressed in the study 
and appreciation of music ?" and I re- 
plied that I thought I could. 
We, as 


Americans, ore beautifully snubbed when- 
ever we try to boast of progress. The 
severe classicist and ancient foreigner 
call it bombast, braggadocio, and are, 
perhaps, right to a certain degree; but if 
they will continue to sneer at us, they 
may succeed in arousing our national 
iride, and make us do something really 
big—such, for instance, as compelling 
native composers to 
encourage 
each 
other. 


Fifty years ago we had none of tho 


music we find to-day on the counters of 
pur music stores. Our people were busy 
in doing something else than playing the 
piano-forte or cultivating the voice • they 
were improving the country. In 1840 to 
possess a piano-forte was to be elevated 
above the common lot. It marked the 
beginning of a social era.

WHAT OKNKUAT, HANCOCK SAYS OF HIS 


OAI.LANTBY. 


James A. Beaver entered the army of 


the United States as a Lieutenant under 
the call for three months' men, on the 
18th of April, 1 HOI—the day the Schuyl- 
kill county "First Defenders" were booted 
at and stoned in the streets of Baltimore, 
barely escaping the murderous fury of the 
mob. lie got no further than Harrisburg 
that day, but shortly afterward proceeded 
with his regiment to Washington. 
At 


the expiration of his three months' term 
he enlisted for the war. and his gallantry 
and efficiency soon marked him for pro- 
motion which was rapid and distinguished. 
During the period subsequent to his third 
enlistment, after, at the urgent solicita- 
tion of Governor Curtin and the company 
commanders of the new regiment, be had 
reluctantly resigned the Lieutenant-Col- 
onelcy of the 45th regiment, to assume 
the command of the 1-18th, we have the 
subjoined distinguished indorsement of 
his gallantry, given by Col. Frank Burr, 
the biographer of Gen. Beaver : 


GOVKKNOH'S ISLAND, W. Y., 


May 9, '82. 


MY DEAU Sue:—In reply to your note 


of the 7th iust., 1 have to state that Gen. 
James A. Beaverjoined the First division 
of the Second army corps (then com- 
manded by me) with his regiment, the 
148th Pennsylvania volunteers, just after 
the battle of Kredericksburg, December, 
18(i^!, and served constantly under my 
command in the Second corps (save when 
absent, from wounds received in battle) 
until the 
fall of 18G4. 
During that 


period he was engaged in some of the 
most important campaigns and battles of 
the army of the Potomac, and took a con- 
spicuous and distinguished part in many 
of them. 


1 consider him one of the most in- 


trepid, intelligent and efficient young 
olliccrs in our service during the war, 
and on several occasions mentioned him 
in my oflicial reports for valuable ser- 
vices and distinguished bravery. 
He 


was wounded at "Cliancellorsville," again 
while gallantly leading his fino regiment 
and brigade 
in an assault upon the 


enemy's works at Petersburg, Va., June 
30, 18G4, and at "llcata's station," 
August 25, 18U4. 
On this latter occa- 


sion he had just joined his regiment, on 
the battle-field, and taken command of 
the brigade to.which it belonged, after 
an absence caused by former wounds, 
when was he struck bya musket ball which 
shattered his thigh, and disabled him for 
life by the loss of a leg. 


He was brevetted Brigadier-General 


for higly meritorious and distinguished 
conduct, and for valuable services, espe- 
cially at "Cold Harbor," Va., where he 
commanded a brigade.

The Democrats are everywhere having 


great trouble with the temperance ques- 
tion.

The corres- 
pondent of the London Standard, sta- 
tioned in the Invincible, eight hundred 
yards from shore, telegraphed incessantly 
to his journal, and a record of the actual 
firing was published and read in London 
within three hours.

occurred, was made known in London; 
and in Malta, a thousand miles off, men 
actually heard the firing of the cannon. 
A telephone had been fitted to the cable, 
the other end of which was on board the 
Chiltern, and though words were inaudi- 
<ble, the roar of the cannon could be dis- 
tinctly heard. 


—Mrs. Coleman, proprietress of . thjj 


Coleman House, at Asbury Part, N. J., 
had reason to suspect last fall that her 
manager, F. G. Williams, was not giving 
her a correct account of the expenses and 
receipts of the house. 
At the beginning 


of the present season she . determined to 
employ a cashier under bonds for the 
faithful performance ofhis duties, who 
would be required to report directly to 
her instead of through her manager, as 
the former cashier had done. Mr. Wil- 
liams strenuously objected to the employ*- 
ment of such a cashier. His objection 
strengthened Mrs. Coleman's belief that 
his accounts were irregular. 
The new 


cashier was installed after the house had 
been under the management of Mr. Wil- 
lia-.ns for the first eleven days of the sea- 
son. 
The new cashier asked Mr. Williams 


for the accounts during that time. Mr. 
Williams answered him evasively. He. 
continued his connection with the house 
as manager until July 10, when, accord« 
ing to Mrs. Coleman, he suddenly disap- 
peared. 
About 3 o'clock in the after- 


noon, while Mrs. Coleman was at dinner, 
she saw Mr. Williams enter a window in 
the rear of the house from the veranda, 
lie soon went out again, carrying a 
satchel, jumped into a milk wagon and 
drove off. She did not attempt to molest 
him. 
When she next heard of him he 


was in Connecticut. When she examined 
his accounts for the first eleven days of 
the season she found that he must have 
taken about $1,000 with him. 
She says 


she has reason to believe that he has been 
embezzling 
money during the several 


years he has been manager of the bouse, 
but as she has not yet examined his ac- 
counts she cannot estimate the amount 
of her loss. It may be, she thinks, about 
$10,000. Mr. Williams is represented as 
a tall, spare man, about 35 years of age, 
with a passion for fine clothes. 
Ho was 


formerly a clerk in a hardware establish- 
ment in New York, and was well recom- 
mended to Mrs. Coleman. lie was two 
years her cashier and two and a half 
years her manager. 


MONKY FoL'KD.—Isaac Moyer, whoso 


sun-burned countenance indicates that he 
has spent the harvest season in the fields, 
was wandering aimlessly through a strip 
of woodland belonging to John ICulp, near 
Kulpsville, in Towamencin township, one 
day last week, when his attention was 
attracted by a $2 note fluttering among 
the dead leaves lying on the ground. lie 
picked the money up, and thinking there 
might be more, 
commenced a careful 


search. 
He was rewarded by finding 


the end of a $5 note protruding from be- 
neath a log. 
Rolling the log to one 


side in order to secure the money with- 
out tearing it, he was amazed to behold 
a roll o( greenbacks and bank notes as 
thick as his arm. 
Dazed beyond expres- 


sion, and more startled than gratified at 
bis good fortune, lie placed the entire 
bulk in an inner pocket, and prosecuted 
his search further, but without making 
any additional discoveries. 
Nervous and 


watchful, lie started for home, carefully 
guarding his treasure. lie intends ad- 
vertising the fact of bis having found a 
sum of money, but will not state the 
amount, having wisely left that to the 
owner, should he appear for the purpose 
of identifying the property. 
The amount 


is variously estimated between $100 and 
$20,000. 
The affair 
has given rise to 


the most intense excitement and various 
suspicions in and about the rustic pre- 
cinct of Kulpsville, and the theories ad- 
vanced as to how the money came to bo 
hidden under the log are as numerous as 
the guesses at the amount. 
Some per- 


sons believe it to be the proceeds of a 
bank robbery placed by the thieves, who 
were afterward captured or died. 
The 


mystery is doubtless one of those that 
will go dawn with the years without ever 
boinj; solved.—Nonistown Times. 


—A "water spout" at Millersburg, 


Ohio, on Monday, swept away a number 
of bridges, and several dwellings, and 
drowned a number of live stock. It is 
feared some persons have perished. 


—A Susquehanna salmon,weighing 12S 


pounds, while chasing a school of min- 
nows in the river nt Sunbury, was caught 
in the gills by some liiiibs of a tree top 
through which he endeavored to paps, 
and was held until he was captured by 
some men \sho saw his struggles. 


—The Chinese colony of Boston per- 


fsrmed a strange and elaborate funeral 
ceremony on Wednesday of last week 
over the body of Moy Dick Gam, who 
died of pneumonia. 
Thirty 
or forty 


mournors clad in full native costume and 
wearing the while silk aprons of the Chi- 
nese masonic order, with a band of music 
at their head, marched through the prin- 
cipal streets to Ashburton Place—a quiet 
and retired locality. There on two stools 
in the middle of the street was placed the 
coffin, and at each end of it was a table 
covered with a white cloth. 
On one table 


were a roast pig and the carcass of a 
sheep and a bowl of rice containing a 
number of small lighted torches, and on 
the other a large bowl of rice and several 
small cups with chopsticks. 
Six Chinese 


priests appeared and chanted prayers and 
the tables were loaded with other viands. 
The prayers wore then 
resumed, and 


lasted nearly half an hour. 
Afterward 


the company, two by two, knelt and 
bowed their heads to the ground several 
times. The procession then marched to 
Mount Hope Cemetery, where the burial 
took place. 
The grave was covered with 


the viands used at the funeral and with 
countless slips of paper containing pray- 
ers for the dead. 


—A correspondent sent from Alexan- 


dria the following picture of the Khedive's 
palace a few days after the bombardment: 
"The 
British sailors are quartered 
in 


magnificent apartments, whore their laugh- 
ter and and jests sound-strangely in the 
scenes of Oriental splendor. In the court- 
yards are everywhere the debris of the 
bombardment. 
Against the very steps 


of the palace lies one of the large projec- 
tiles thrown by the guns of the Inflexible, 
tilted up on end. 
Everywhere the glass 


is shattered, and Nordenfelt bullets are 
sticking thickly in the walls. 
Downcast 


looking Egyptian officers pass to and fro, 
and the sulky cavalry troopers can hardly 
conceal their disgust at beingtompelled 
frequently to give up their horses for the 
use of our officers, who ride here and there 
witl^ messages. Through the shattered 
casements and rents in~the walls the la- 
dies of the harem peep furtively at the 
British officers who are walking about 
waiting for orders. Outside, the scene of 
devastation—the ruined forts and crumb- 
ling masonry—defies description; while, 
beyond, on the quiet waters of the harbor, 
the British ironclads He peacefully, every 
sign of the late engagement being already 
removed." 


—Frank Burkett, a teamster, became 


enamored of two females at West New- 
ton, and invited them to take a buggy 
ride, which they accepted. 
All indulged 


freely from a flask, and while resting 
under a tree Burkett fell asleep. 
When 


he awoke, his team, $100 and the girls 
were missing. 


—Charles Heard, a young Georgian, 


was hunting in Florida and shot a water- 
turkey. Not knowing the vicious char- 
acter of the fowl when wounded, he went 
for his game, which showed fight and 
plucked out one of his eyes.

FiiEDixci THE CATS.—"Oh, pshaw ' 


go buy the cats some meat yourself," 
said Coionel James Bingham, deputy 
postmaster, one day to the engineer, who 
stepped into the office with the request 
that sonic money be yivcn him to keep 
the felines about the place in food. 
Tho 


matter appeared very trivial, and Colonel 
Biugham merely smiled when he thought 
of the request. 
One day, when he was in 


Washington, however, the deputy post- 
master busied himself by examining the 
accounts of the New York post office, and 
to his astonishment ascertained that an 
appropriation was made annually of from 
$80 to $100 for the feed of the cats in 
the office at Gotham, and the item ap- 
peared iu tliat shape on the hooks of the 
department. 
When he reached home he 


thought over tho matter which had here- 
tofore appeared so trilling, and it was 
learned that the mouscrs were an essen- 
tial part, of the force of the office: that 
they kept rats and mice out of the mail 
matter, and otherwise made themselves 
useful. 
He also learned that it cost no 


inconsiderable sum to maintain the couple 
of dozen cats about the Philadelphia of- 
fice, so that an item was made for the 
Philadelphia office, and about tnirty or 
forty dollars is appropriated each year to 
"feeding the cats." 
Edwin A. Lewis, of 


the Eighth ward, is the contractor for 
keeping the feline employes in provisions 
and he is familiariy known about the of- 
fice as the "cat's moat" man. 
Lewis has 


charge of the disbursement of the appro- 
priation, and although the names of the 
animals do not appear upon the pay rolls, 
yet he is obliged to account for them, 
and signs the warrant books on their ac- 
count. 
If the cat family increases in 


number, Lewjis duly reports the fact, and 
provision is made for the newcomers. 


There are about 1,000 cats in the em- 


ploy of the Post Office department of the 
government, and they are paid for their 
services with food and shelter. 
As sim- 


ple as this matter seems, yet the gov- 
ernment expends about $1,000 per year 
in the maintenance of cats at all the 
principal post offices and large public 
buildings in the country.—Record.

A Vane of Mistaken Identity. 


Last week the GAZETTE made the an- 


nouncement of the death of Willie Wood- 
head, and identification of the corpse 
by the father, and the burial in the 
Methodist Churchyard here. 
It now 


turns out that the father was mistaken in 
the identity of the body, and that the 
body supposed to have been killed by a 
train at Johnstown is alive and well. The 
Philadelphia Timex gives the following 
narrative of the matter which is substan- 
tially correct. 


Willie Woodhead, a 
fifteen-year-old 


boy, absconded six weeks ago from the 
home of his father, who is foreman of a 
carpet factory in Baltimore, and who 
lives at 381 North Central avenue, in 
that city. On July '2od what were thought 
to be his remains were interred in the 
Methodist Cemetery in Bristol, Bucks 
county, by his parents and other grief- 
stricken relatives. On July 29th, while 
the family were occupied in discussing 
their dinner, in walked the "late" Willie, 
lie seated himself at the table and called 
for a nice slice of roast mutton, with 
plenty of tomato sauce. 
He wanted a 


big piece, because he was hungry. Every 
knife and fork at the table dropped 
simultaneously and every arm wound itself 
round the neck of the youth, whose sad 
death the owners of the arms had only 
two minutes 
before been 
lamenting. 


Kvery tongue asked him where he bad 
been and what he had doing. 
Every ear 


awaited his response. 
Willie, however, 


was in no hurry to satisfy curiosity, and 
after the pudding had been dished up 
and placed where puddings are meant to 
go, he condescended to open his mouth 
and explain. 
Meanwhile a crowd of 


neighbors had collected, moved by what 
they seemed inclined to regard as a mi- 
raculous resuscitation. 


Willie Woodhead is a tall and rather a 


smart youth. His hair is dark and his 
eyes are gray. lie has never shown any 
remarkable roaming propensities. 
He 


was always strictly honorable and honest 
and, in short, a model youth. Notwith- 
standing his youth lie took great interest 
in polities, and particularly in Garfield's 
election. One day he stood in a public 
place amid a crowd of youths of his own 
calibre, and openly and defiantly sneered 
at General Hancock. This was too much 
for the General's backers, and they be- 
came so disgusted with AVillie that they 
knocked him down and fractured his left 
arm. Since then he has taken less stock 
in the aflfairs of the nation. 


Three years ago the A\roodheada moved 


(com JJristol, their native place, and went 
to Baltimore. The head of the family 
adopted carpet-making for a trade and 
Willie did the same. 
All was smooth and 


uneventful till the beginning of June, 
when William had a discussion with the 
proprietor of the mill, which ended in 
the tendering of the former's resignation ; 
in other words, he was discharged. His 
father, however, being well acquainted, 
soon managed to find him another place, 
where for a few days he did nothing but 
prosper. However, he could not be civil 
long and ho was sent away from his second 
place. 
He then decided in his mind to 


take to the woods and bo his own master. 
The first thing which suggested itself to 
him was to go to Dakota or Minnesota 
and get a grant of land from the govern- 
ment to found a colony on. lie soon 
changed his mind as to destination, how- 
ever, and on a clear, bright morning in 
the middle of last month he boldly walked 
down the front steps of the house whose 
roof had so long sheltered him, strolled 
down tho avenue and was soon no more 
till last Saturday. 


For the first day or two after his disap- 


pearance there was not much excitement, 
as it was conjectured that he would re- 
turn. 
His father thought that ho proba- 


ably kept away to frighten him and de- 
termined not to bo frightened ; so he let 
things slide on without raising a hue and 
cry. The precaution was taken, however, 
to lock up his clothes, for it was thought 
he might return. About a week after he 
had gone his father began to get really 
alarmed and came to Philadelphia and 
engaged the services of a detective. Just 
at this time it was discovered that an- 
other youth, who was four years older 
than Willie, bad also vanished, and it was 
thought possible that tho two might be 
together. 
The lynx-eyed detective, after 


drawing something in advance and talk- 
ing of horrible possibilities, tho very 
thought of which caused the father's 
blood to curdle and his bill-book to leap 
from his pocket, set to work in earnest. 
There was not much of a clue, it seems, 
but what there was enabled the detective 
to discover that the two really were in 
company and that they had come to Phil- 
adelphia and taken a situation in a res- 
taurant on North Front street. 
AVillie 


got some suspicion of pursuit and fled. 
The other youth, who was not nearly so 
acute as his coadjutor, was snared and 
led back, blubbering, to his parents. 


Willie was believed to have gone to 


New York, and some confessions of the 
long-legged blubberer led his father to 
follow him there. In New York nothing 
could be done. 
It was impossible to find 


the lad, so the pursuit was abandoned. 
It suddenly struck Mr. Woodhead that 
his wayward boy might have gone to visit 
old haunts in Bristol, so he took the train 
there and made extensive inquiries, but 
without result. 
Among others he went 


to his sister, Mrs. Ellis, who is well-to-do 
and intelligent.. His .distracted state 
was heightened by her producing a copy 
of a local paper which told how a boy, 
sixteen years old, had been run over by a 
train at Johnstown, Pa., three weeks be- 
fore. 
She suggested that this was the 


one of whom he was in search. The de- 
scription of the clothing seemed very 
near, and especially did tho manner in 
which the poor fellow met his death seem 
to coincide with the actions of Willie. 
He has an uncle in Cincinnati, and a the- 
ory was afloat that he would steal rides 
on freight trains to reach him. 
The boy 


who was killed, according to the paper, 
had been seen loitering round the depot 
for a day or two previously. 
While at- 


tempting to get on a train another came 
along and struck him a blow which proved 
immediately fatal. Mr. Woodhead at 
once concludedithat this was his son and 


got on the next train which would land 
him at Johnstown. 
When he arrived 


there he went to the Coroner and showed 
him a photograph of his absconding son. 
Noticing a compassionate look on that of- 
ficial's face he asked him to tell him the 
worst. 
The Coroner seemed unwilling 


apparently to give him so great a shock 
as the relation of his thoughts would en- 
tail. 
Eventually he was induced. 
"The 


original of that photograph," exclaimed/ 
the Coroner, solemnly, "was killed on the 
railway three weeks ago. We held an in- 
quest and rendered the necessary verdict. 
It is ten days since we interred his re- 
mains." 


Mr. Woodhead was greatly shocked, 


but not yet'convinced. A dozen witnesses 
came forward and corroborated the state- 
ment of the Coroner. 
Among them was 


a railroad employe who had shared his 
lunch with the poor lad. 
There was no 


disputing such overwhelm ing proof as this 
appeared to be and an order was issued 
for the body to be exhumed. 
This was 


done and the father confronted with what 
appeared to be the remains of his son. 
They were emaciated, decomposed and 
unrecognizable. 
The teeth were white 


and this struck Woodhead as a similarity. 
The trousers were the same in appear- 
ance, but the coat was decidedly differ- 
ent. 
All concluded that apparel was no 


proof, as the boy might at any time have 
sold his good clothes and bought-poor 
ones, using the surplus to go towards his 
.maintenance. Woodhead was convinced 
of the identity and made application for 
the removal to Bristol for burial on July 
23. On that day the funeral took place 
and the services were read by the Rev. 
Dr. Gilroy. The scene was affecting. 
The mother had asked for the lid of the 
coffin to be removed, so that she might 
look for the last time on her child. 
This 


the undertake: said was impossible, and 
the ceremony was concluded without it. 
It was held during Sunday school in order 
that the children might not attend, as the 
circumstances of the death the family 
wished to keep quiet. 
The 
interment 


took place in a plot of ground belonging 
to the family of Mrs. Woodhead. 
Noth- 


ing of interest occurred between then and 
the reappearance of Willie. 


When \he absconding youth had pro p^ 


erly composed himself he related bis ex- 
periences, lie said that it was not New 
York he went to after he loft Philadel- 
phia, but Newark, Del., where he worked 
for a little time. After that he says he 
proceeded to Atlantic City and had a 
swim in the ocean. 
Hi? next idea was to 


go to Cincinnati and see his uncle. 
To 


help himself along on the road be sold 
his ring, a watch and chain, and in addi- 
tion to the proceeds of their sale had a 
few dollars which he earned before start- 
ing. 
Although he says he stole rides on 


freight trains to Cincinnati it is doubted, 
as are several other portions of his story. 
He says that when in Cincinnati he met 
his uncle on the street, but hid from him 
for fear of being caught and sent back, 
lie also says that he had no intention of 
going home when he went to Baltimore, 
but it struck him that he would look in 
and see how the folks were. 


When the father had identified the 


body he wished it to be ascertained 
whether there was a fractured left arm, 
as on his son, but it could not be done. 
Some India-ink marks were also round 
Willie's wrists, but the wrist of the re- 
mains was too discolored to properly ex- 
amine. There is no theory as to the bur- 
ied corpse. 


—The main structure of the institution 


located at Bryn-Mawr, for the education 
of young women, for which Dr. Joseph 
W. Taylor, who died in 1880 left $900,- 
000, is completed. 
This is called Taylor 


Hall. The other two buildings in con- 
nection therewith are under way, but it 
is'not anticipated that the whole will be 
completed and the college in operation 
before 1885.
